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SOLVENT OUTPUT INCREASED 
WITH CONSUMPTION EXPANDING 


Taking production figures for industrial 
alcohol and methanol as representative 
of the solvent industry, the output of 
solvents in the first quarter of this year 
was held in check sufficiently not only to 
prevent stock accumulations but even to 
make some inroads upon producers’ hold- 
ings. In the case of denatured alcohol, 
production for the first quarter represents 
a decline of more than 15 per cent com- 
pared with the corresponding period of 
1932. While crude methanol registered 
a small gain over last year— the total out- 
put for crude and synthetic declined more 
than 24 per cent from the 1932 quarter. 

From March to date, various solvent 
consuming industries have become more 
active and have taken on larger supplies 
of raw materials. This has encouraged 
some expansion in solvent production. 

Distribution of many solvents in May 








and June to date was on a larger scale 
than at any previous time this year and

The plastic material is cut into small 
strips and placed in a 2-liter distilling 
flask equipped with a thermometer.

in a freezing mixture. A vacuum of 0.1 
mm. of mercury is applied to the system 
and the oil bath heated rapidly. At a 
temperature of 250° to 260° C. a complete 
separation may be accomplished within 
a few hours.

Most solvent suppliers have recognized 
and fallen in line with this trend to closer 
and more detailed specifications—and 
have standardized their goods on an ex- 
tremely high-quality level. 

A majority of solvent buyers are ac- 
quainted with and employing the con- 
ventional tests for the usual constants of 
acidity, specific gravity, ete., but there 
are in the group above, tests which are 
relatively new, and of practical and eco- 
nomic significance. In the descriptions 
following, the standard tests will be omit- 
ted and space devoted to the newer tests. 


Blush Resistance: With the ever pres- 
ent urge to use the most economically 
priced solvents which will properly func- 
tion in the finished product, buyers 
should necessarily pay close attention to 
the important property of blush resistance. 
As is doubtless well known, such low-boil- 
ing liquids as acetone, methanol, and 
methyl acetate are excellent solvents for

In the higher boiling classification, 
there is a large group of solvents and 
blends, offered at various prices and on 
differing specifications. Buyers will nat- 
urally wish to take advantage of all savings 
possible but only if the selected solvent 
will do everything that is commercially 
required. This means that the chosen item 
must be carefully examined for all desir- 
able factors which should include a de- 
termination of its blush resistance. 

Corrosion: Manufacturers of lacquers 
for application to bright metal work must 
have solvents of a low corrosion or stain- 


ing factor—and specifications have been. 


written up covering this qualification. 

Dilution Ratio: Active solvents are 
appraised by the extent of dilution a 
nitrocellulose solution will stand without 
showing turbidity or jelling. This test 
is essentially a measure of solvent power-— 
the stronger the solvent, the more dilu- 
tion it will endure, which information has 
distinct value in the economic choice of 
lacquer components. The conventional 
testing diluents are commercial toluol 
(2°), and petroleum hydrocarbon with a 
boiling range of not less than 80°C. and 
not over 150°C. 


Evaporation Rate: The older school 
of solvent users classified solvents ac- 
cording to their boiling ranges—and while, 
in a general way, evaporation rate paral- 
lels boiling range, this is not uniformly 
so. As solvents in a lacquer do not evapo- 
rate at their boiling point, evaporation 
rate is really the important factor—-and 
the evaporation test is very often em- 
ployed in a determination of this charac- 
teristic—not only for single solvents but 
for solvent mixtures. 

Flash Point: This test as a rule more 
concerns the producer than the user, 
particularly as shipments must conform 
to I. C. C. rulings as to type of container, 
cautionary labels, etc. However, informa- 
tion as to flash point is often helpful in 
planning fire protection and insurance 
rates. Solvent specifications should prop- 
erly include this determination.

The firmer trend of prices in general 
has spread to the solvents’ list and a 
better undertone has marked trad- 
ing in the majority of selections. On 
the other hand, lower prices estab- 
lished some weeks ago prevailed over 
the last month and these declines in 
sales schedules aided in bringing down 
the index number to 92.53 in com- 
parison with 94.34 for the preceding 
month. 


Reducing Substance: A few solvents 
such as acetone, pure alcohol and acetic 
ether are submitted to special tests for 
purity, i.e. the absence of carbonizable 
or reducing substances. These tests are 
used where the items are intended for 
some particular medical, food or chemical 
employment and have no significance for 
the routine solvent buyer. 

Viscosity Test: It is well known that 
the choice of solvents affects the viscosity 
or flowing property of finished lacquer 
products. Viscosity is also considered a 
corollary of solvent power, i.e. as a rule 
the most active solvents yield solutions 
of lowest viscosities when tested under 
standard conditions. 

Water solubility (Solubility of Wat- 
er in Solvents): This test is considered 
of importance as an indication of the be- 
havior of solvents under humid conditions 
which, in turn, have a bearing on the blush- 
ing characteristics of the finished lacquer.

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Now for Economic Planning 
Business in the United States has been 
afforded an opportunity to make a practical 
application of the idea of planned economy. 
proposal 


The national industrial recovery 


has been approved by Congress and_ the 
President and is now a law of the nation. 

Business is the essential agent of the re- 
covery to which the new law is directed. The 
act primarily does no more than enable busi- 
ness to plan such procedure as may be re- 
garded as promising relief from the ills 
caused by the depression. The only differ- 

ence from the previous situation, interjected 
by the act, is the opportunity to apply to 
the task of solving the vital problems of 
business certain means heretofore denied by 
the antitrust laws. This opportunity is not, 
however, unlimited. The barriers raised by 
the antitrust laws against monopolistic 
practices and tendencies have not been let 
down. 

The government does not intend, as a gen- 
eral rule, to lay out for business the plans by 
which recovery is to be effected. Government 
has pointed the way. It will assist business to 
follow the trail and to provide conveyances tor 
the essential accessories. Occasions may arise 
when it will be necessary for government to 
do the greater part of the work by which 
progress is to be accomplished ; but business 1s 
expected to cut and blaze its own trail, to ar- 
range for orderly procedure, and to carry its 
own equipment. The one big thing that gov- 
ernment will do is compel business to close 
ranks and keep on the trail. 

One part of the planning for industrial re- 
covery is primarily a governmental task. This 
is the carrying out of the public works pro- 
gram, designed to afford relief from unem- 
ployment while business gradually proceeds to 
make employment for more workers. Public 
works, on the scale proposed in the industrial 
recovery plan, can be but a temporary measure. 
Their cost must be borne by business, and as 
they do not, as business operations do, produce 
a profit, their prolongation means progressively 
increasing costs. It will be found, therefore, 
that the greater the extent to which business 
provides employment, the less will be the cost 
of effecting recovery. 

It is clear, then, that business must pre- 
pare thoroughly to take advantage of the 
opportunity afforded by the industrial re- 
covery act. Unemployment has cost busi- 
ness heavily. As long as it persists, it will 
be costly to business, and it is probable that 
the devising of some plan whereby business 
might be able to provide full work for all 
who are involuntarily unemployed would 
prove the least costly means of effecting in- 
dustrial recovery. Another plan has been 
decided upon; but business, still, will find it 
wise to endeavor to spread employment 
rapidly. 

Not all the ills of business will be speedily 
remedied by the industrial recovery act. 
Many of these ills were causes of the indus- 
trial collapse, and not results thereof. The 
application of the act will, no doubt, get 
around to those basic ills in due time—if 


business so wills. In this category of ills 


belong chiefly those resulting from unsatis- 
producing 


factory relations between the 
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division and the distributing division of an 
The ills which result from unsat- 
financial 


industry. 
between the 
division of industry and the other divisions 


isfactory relations 
come under the same classification. 

The first objective in the application of 
the industrial recovery act will be the reme- 
dying of intradivisional ills, those which 
result from unfairness in direct competition 
among producers or among distributors. In 
most businesses, these are the greater ills, 
but their cure will not be complete until the 
contributory interdivisional faults have been 
corrected. Each division of an industry that 
has to do with goods for general, public con- 
sumption, therefore, must prepare to apply 
and must apply the industrial recovery act 
to the remedying of its own ills; that is, pro- 
ducers must do these things; wholesalers 
Then 
will come the, in a way, greater task of cor- 


must do likewise; and retailers, also. 


recting the faults of interdivisional relations. 
All this is necessary to the success of a 
planned economy. All this must be done, 
or the new industrial recovery will be no 
better than those in earlier days. 


Trademarks for All Drugs 

The open season for congressional efforts 
to regulate the drug trade was short; but it 
afforded considerable excitement. Introduc- 
tion of the so-called “Tugwell” bill in the 
house and senate, last week, was the first 
major event of the season. As this had been 
fairly well advertised in advance and the text 
of the Department of Agriculture’s draft of 
the bill and analyses of its provisions had 
been published in the REPoRTER (reprints are 
still available), the only surprise about the 
introduction was that the sponsors of the 
measure were not the chairmen of the 
agricultural committees to whom _ the 
draft had been submitted. This was not 
wholly unexpected; because it was known 
that both chairmen were so busy with more 
definitely agricultural matters that they had 
not enthusiastically grasped the opportunity 
to launch the department’s plan of stricter 
regulation of foods and drugs, the extension 
of similar regulations to cosmetics, and the 
after-the-fact censoring of advertising of 
articles of these three groups. 

Well-informed persons were not surprised 
to learn that the introduction of the senate 
and house bills for a revised food and drugs 
act was attended to by members who are 
doctors of medicine. The measure would 
place no new restrictions on medicines pre- 
scribed or dispensed by physicians. It would 
not hamper the manutacturer of such medi- 
cines in his helpful practice of informing 
physicians with respect to the therapeutic 
usefulness or purpose of his products. Its 
provisions apply largely to another branch 
of medicine, one which some doctors of that 
profession are inclined to regard as com- 
petitive or even usurpatory. 

It was one of these same physician-con- 
gressmen who sprang the surprise bill to 
regulate the drug business. And his meas- 
ure is surprising, as well, in various col- 
loquial senses of the term. It would, in 
short, prohibit interstate commerce in any 
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other than trademarked drugs. Here is its 


chief requirement :— 


after the passage of this act every in- 
dividual container or package of all drugs trans- 
ported, shipped, or sold in interstate commerce 
shall have affixed thereon a label, which label shall 
State the names and composition of the drugs con- 
tained therein, including the ingredients, the prop- 
erties, and proportions of each drug in the com- 
position or combination, which label shall also 


bear a trademark registered in the United States 
Patent Office. 


As this labeling requirement is, by a later 
section, applied to “any article of simple or 
combined drugs,” the absurdity—to say the 
least—of the provision cannot be escaped. 
[his absurdity becomes more apparent 
when it is realized that the requirement 
would apply to sales at retail in the District 
of Columbia and the Territories and pos- 
sessions of the United States. 

If this Sirovich bill were made law, a 
wholesale druggist would be obliged to get 
a registered trademark for use on the simple 
drugs which he ships in bulk to retail drug- 
gists in another State. He would have to 
place this trademark on a 10-pound package 
of epsom salt, for example. In addition, the 
wholesaler would be obliged to state on the 
label of the epsom salt the properties of the 
drug. According to the dispensatories, 
epsom salt, in addition to its well-known 
cathartic properties, is an anticonvulsant in 
the treatment of tetanus, a paralyzant to the 
sensory nerves when applied locally, a local 
dressing for sprains, bruises, burns, and 
various external inflammatory conditions. 
Epsom salt is rather widely popular as an 
application beneficial to the complexion. It 
has some vogue as a component of baths for 
the reduction of obesity. As the whole- 
saler could not know the purposes for which 
the epsom salt would be sold—it might have 
been ordered for direct resale for any of the 
purposes—he would be required to enu- 
merate all the properties of the drug on the 
label. And then he might find that, under 
the food and drugs act, some part of this 

statement was “contrary to the general 
agreement of medical opinion.” 

Producers of pharmaceutical chemicals 
and importers of these articles and dealers 
in and importers of botanical drugs would 
be required by Doctor Sirovich’s proposals 
to afhx a trademark to the commodities 
which they ship to pharmaceutical manufac- 
turers. Also, they would have to state the 
properties of the drug on the label. Suppose 
the shipper did not know or recall a particu- 
lar property for which a certain manufac- 
turer desired the drug, and, naturally, failed 
to include this property in the statement on 
the label, would the manufacturer be justi- 
fied in refusing the goods on the ground that 
they were not adapted to his purpose? 

Perhaps the trademark requirement in the 
Sirovich bill is designed to make more busi- 
ness for the United States Patent Office. 
Certainly it could not make drugs purer or 
safeguard the purchaser in any way. It is 
more difficult to find any reason for the 
other labeling requirements in the bill. Con- 
gress had been under considerable pressure 
for several weeks prior to the introduction 
of this bill, and the weather was very warm 
about that time.

Alcohol Motor Fuel Tests 


The Editor, 
OIL, PAINT AND DruG 
Sir:— 

In the June 12 issue of the OIL, PAINT 
AND DruG ReEpoRTER, under the heading 
“Farm Products Alcohol as Motor Fuel,” 
Dr. George Granger Brown, of the Univ- 
ersity of Michigan, sought “to clear 
up the confusion which appears... 
on both sides of this momentous econ- 
omic question.” 

According to Dr. Brown, both pro- 
ponents and opponents have frequent- 
ly been characterized in their state- 
ments by careless treatment or by 
complete neglect of the facts. This is 
exactly what Dr. Brown has been do- 
ing. He has not taken the trouble 
to read a complete report, but has 
picked out one or two sentences from 
a partial report, and thus has delib- 
erately attempted to create an erron- 
eous impression. 

In his statements, claims are made 
which are not only contrary to facts, 
but which were not intimated in the 
reports he quoted. For example, “The 
tests were apparently conducted by 
different drivers...” No such state- 
ment appears in the original report. 

It seems that many of our agricul- 
tural universities are anxious to rush 
into print with careless statements and 
with discussions which are not based 
on knowledge or on personal experi- 
ence. 

Dr. Brown quotes my partial state- 
ment appearing in the April 17 issue 
of the Om, Paint AND DruG REPORTER, 
quoting from the official Hungarian 
report giving comparative tests of a 
gasoline-propelled and an alcohol-pro- 
pelled tractor, and says:— 

The alcohol was tested in an alcohol 
tractor equipped with a triple plow, while 
the gasoline was tested in a different 
tractor equipped with a double plow. Fur- 
thermore, the tests were apparently con-

ducted by different drivers over differ- 
ent part of the field. The results can 
have no more significance than if the 


comparison had been made between two 
different automobiles carrying different 
loads, driven at different speeds by differ- 
ent drivers over different roads. Such 
comparisons are absolutely valueless, ex- 
cept to show that gasoline may be used 
to drive a tractor to plow a field, and that 
alcohol-gasoline blends may also be used 
for the same purpose. 


Statements of this kind, by picking 
out a sentence at random from a re- 
port and injecting statements which 
were not included in the original re- 
port, lead one to question not only the 
ability but the sincerity of the writer. 

The test plowings referred to were 
made under the supervision of the 
Royal Technical Institute, with the co- 
operation of the agricultural machin- 
ery division of the institute. The tests 
were made in the presence of govern- 
ment officials, delegates of the alcohol 
industry, various technical schools, and 


the agricultural universities of the 
countries. (The graduates of these 
agricultural universities have the 
equivalent training of a Ph. D. or a 
D. Sc.) 


An absolutely uniform field was first 
tested by the use of the very same 
tractor near Debrecen. The results 
were so much in favor of alcohol that 
repeated tests were made in the vicin- 
ity of Budapest, and in order to show 
the tremendous advantages one may 
obtain by alcohol-propelled tractors, 
the alcohol-gasoline blend was used 
in a tractor equipped with a triple- 
plow, which naturally requires consid- 
erably more power than a tractor 
which is equipped only with a double 
plow. 

The fact that the depth of the fur- 
row, the average width of the trench, 
the speed of the plow, and the amount 
of acreage covered were in favor of 
the alcohol-blended fuel speaks for it- 
self. 

Incidentally, these tests covered sey- 
eral thousands of acres, and the fact 
that they were conducted in the pres- 
ence not only of experienced and prac- 
tical farmers, but also in the presence 
of government officials, and conducted 
by agricultural engineers (diplom land- 
wirth’s), scientific farmers, with both 
practical and theoretical knowledge, 
disproves Dr. Brown's assumption that 
the tests were insufficient and that the 
results have no significance whatever. 

The fact remains that the writer 
himself has built more than twenty 
motor fuel plants, many of them in 
countries where there is no legal re- 
quirement to use alcohol-blended gas- 
oline. Many such plants are built in 
oil countries like Poland, Columbia or 
Mexico—countries where oil being 
abundant gasoline is naturally cheap. 
And even in such locations we have 
found that alcohol can be used to equal 
advantage with gasoline. 

The Hungarian test plowings were 
made on large acreages, and were con- 
ducted in several sections throughout 
the country, and the results have been 
unanimously accepted, and even cor- 
roborated by the oil people to the ex-

The Reporter’s composite index number of prices for heavy and fine 
chemicals rose from 125.2 to 125.3 (compared with August 1, 1914, as 
100). In comparison with the average of prices in 1926 (as 100), the 
REPORTER’S index number is now 88.7, against 88.9 at this time last year. 

This index number is based on the prices of 107 representative articles 
in the markets for heavy chemicals, coaltar chemicals, paint and varnish 
materials, fertilizer materials, and pharmaceutical and other fine chemicals.

Present Bureaus Will Be Ended 
August 10—Doran May 
Remain in Charge 


WASHINGTON, June 12, 1933. 
An end to both the Bureau of Pro- 
hibition and the Bureau of Industrial 
Aleohol and a return to the original 


form of administration of the permit 


feature of the prohibition law has 
been ordered by President Roosevelt. 
In an executive order effective Au- 


gust 10, he abolished both bureaus and 
merged their functions with other ac- 
tivities of the Department of Justice 
and the Treasury Department. All 
supervision of permits has been taken 
from the Department of Justice and 
placed with the Treasury Department, 
and activities of the Department of 
Justice in detecting and prosecuting 
nonpermitee violations of the prohibi- 


tion law will be conducted by the 
Bureau of Investigation. This de- 
partment’s prohibition force will be 


absorbed, as much as possible, by the 
Bureau of Investigation, although it 
is expected that the total force will 
be greatly reduced. 

The Bureau of Industrial 
merged with the Bureau 
Revenue. Technically, as in 
of the two Department of 
agencies, both bureaus are abolished 
and a new one created; but, prac- 
tically, all employees required will be 
continued in their present capacities. 

It is expected that James M. Doran, 
Commissioner of Industrial Alcohol, 
will be continued in charge of alcohol 
permit work. He was in charge of the 
technical division of the dry enforce- 
ment work when it was once before 
a unit in the Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue.

If a separate 
unit, it will be headed by a deputy 
commissioner, who likely will be Mr. 
Doran. While the bulk of the  per- 
sonnel will be retained, increased effi- 
ciency resulting from the consolida- 
tion may result in some dismissals 
both at headquarters and in the field. 

This executive order returns the per- 
missive provisions of the prohibition 


laws to the internal revenue service 
where they started and where they 
would be in the event the eighteenth 


amendment is repealed and taxes only 
are involved. However, violations of 
the law by others than holders of per- 
mits will be under investigators of 
the Department of Justice rather than 
the permit inspectors of the Treasury 


Department. This is expected to re- 
sult in smoother enforcement. Since 
enactment of the Wiiliamson law 
three years ago, supervision of per- 
mits has been divided between the 
two departments. 


The new Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, Guy T. Helvering, took of- 
fice last week, as did Stephen B. Gib- 
bons, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury in charge of customs, inter- 
nal revenue, alcohol and _ narcotic 
work. Neither official has been in of- 
fice long enough to evolve detailed 
plans for absorbing the alcohol permit 
control work into the internal revenue 
service, 


Obituaries 
Dr. Edgar H. S. Bailey 


Dr. Edgar Henry Summerfield 
sailey, emeritus professor of chemistry 
and metallurgy at the University of 
Kansas, died June 2 at his home in 





Lawrence, Kansas. He was in his 
eighty-fifth year, having been born 
September 17, 1848, at Middlefield, 
Conn. 

Dr. Bailey was a son of Russell E. 
and Hannah Miller Bailey and was 
educated at Yale University, class of 
1873; Strassburg, 1881, and Leipzig, 
1895, receiving a Ph.D. degree from 
Illinois Wesleyan University in 1883. 


He became an instructor in chemistry 
at Yale in 1873 and in 1874 went to 
Lehigh University in the same capac- 
ity, remaining at the latter until 1883 
when he became professor at the Uni- 
versity of Kansas. In 1900 he was 
appointed director of the University 
laboratories. In addition to his teach- 
ing activities, he was in 1885 appointed 
chemist for the Kansas State Board 
of Agriculture. and in 1899 chemist for 
the State Board of Health. He was a 
member of many scientific bodies. 
Among the latter were the American 
Chemical Society, and former chairman 
of the Kansas City Section of the A. C. 
S., 1901 to 1904; councillor of the soci- 
ety, 1906 to 1915; honorary member of 
the American Institute of Homeopathy; 
former president of the Kansas Acad- 
emy of Science; member of the 
American Association for Advancement 
of Science; councillor of the Soiety

To the extent that standards and tolerances can 
be set up by regulation the inspectors will be relieved of the necessity of 
building up complete proof of violation of the act in individual instances 
brought before courts, he explained. 

Mr. Campbell said he hoped the administration would be able to enlarge its 
pharmacological research work materially; for, while medical and scientific 
evidence will be accepted from outside sources, the burden of proof under the 
law lies on the Department of Agriculture, and this agency should be equipped

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Industrial Recovery Bill Passed with 
New Taxes for Public Works Project 


Administrative Machinery in Readiness to Assist 
Business to Solve Problems—Relief of 
Unemployment First Purpose 


WASHINGTON, June 16, 1933. 
President Roosevelt signed the national industrial recovery act early this 
afternoon. In signing the measure, the President said:— 
“Obviously if this project is to succeed, it demands the whole-hearted co- 
operation of industry, labor, and every citizen of the nation.” 


WASHINGTON, June 15, 1933. 


The industrial recovery act today awaited only President Roosevelt’s signa- 
ture to set in motion a revolutionary machine for the control of industry to 
lift business out of the stalemate of the depression. 

It was the President’s intention not to sign the bill and start the machinery 
until Congress adjourned, so that no appointments would need to be confirmed 
until the next session. Meanwhile, however, the machine was being placed in 
running order, so that things were in readiness for announcement, simultane-

Some of the important features of the proposed new food and drugs law were 


summarized by Mr. Campbell in an interview essentially as follows:— 


No Unlimited Power 


The bill will not give the depart- 
ment unlimited power over the food 
and drug industry because the courts 
will always retain their present power 
to stop any action of any official who 
is proceeding capriciously or beyond 
the terms of the law or without suffi- 
cient evidence. 

Very much of the enforcement work 
as it relates to drugs will remain as 
at present. Import procedure will not 
be altered at all. 

There nothing in the act which 
should be objectionable to any manu- 
facturer who desires to market an 
honest product. The bill is not aimed 
at self-medication; that is no busi- 
ness of the Department of Agriculture; 
but, where doctors agree that no drug 
or combination of drugs is useful in 
combatting a certain disease, we feel 
that no preparation should be held out 
to the public for treating that disease. 
However, the bill provides for adver- 
tising new remedies to the profession 
in a way which will not raise false 
hopes as to the therapeutic properties 
of newly-developed preparations which 
doctors are asked to try for these dis-

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Chemical Employment 
Had Net Loss in May 


Number of Workers Above May, 
1932, Level—Payroll 
Totals Gained 


Factory employment in the 
facture of chemicals and related prod- 
ucts in the United States decreased 2.¢ 
percent during May, according to the 
records of the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics. It was, however, 1.6 percent 
above the level for May, 1932. Payroll 
totals increased 4.3 percent in May and

rose to within 6.7 percent of the total 
for May, 1932. 

The index number of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics for factory employ- 
ment in the chemical industries was 
77.3 for May (100 monthly average 


for 1926), compared with 79.1 for April 
and 76.1 for May, 1932. The bureau’s 
index number (same basis) for pay- 
roll totals in these industries was 61.1 
for May, compared with 58.6 for April 
and 65.5 for May, 1932.

Food-Drugs Bill Introduced in Congress 


Measure Sponsored by Doctor Members and Referred to 


Commerce 
WASHINGTON, June 13, 1933. 

The new food and drugs bill was in- 
troduced in both senate and house to- 
day, but not by the chairmen of the 
argriculture committees to whom it 
was sent by the Department of Agri- 
culture, nor was it referred to these 
committees, 

The bill was introduced in the senate 
by Senator Royal S. Copeland of New 
York, and in the house by Reprenenta- 
tive William I. Sirovich of New York. 
30th sponsors are former practicing 
physicians. The senate bill, S.1944, was

merce, of which Senator Copeland is a 
member, and the house bill, H. R. 6110, 
was sent to the committee on interstate 
and foreign commerce. 

No attempt was made to have either 
committee consider the bill prior to the 
regular session in January.

Interstate commerce would be closed 
to drugs, antiseptics, cosmetics, denti- 
frices and beverages which were not 
labeled with a registered trademark, 
by the terms of a bill (H. R. 6118) 
introduced by Representative William 
I. Sirovich, a New York physician. 

This measure would prohibit the in- 
terstate shipment of the articles 
named, whether they be simple sub- 
stances or compound preparations, 
which had not been trademarked and 
which did not contain on the label a 
statement of its quantitative composi- 
tion and of the properties of the com- 
ponents. 


The Sirovich bill has been referred 
to the house committee on patents. 
Its full text follows:— 

\ BILL 
To provide for the truthful labeling of 


drugs and the attachment of trademarks 
to the containers and packages of drugs. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled, That 
after the passage of this act every in- 


dividual container or package of all drugs 
transported, shipped, or sold in interstate 
commerce shall have affixed thereon a 
label, which label shall state the names 
and composition of the drugs contained 
therein, including the ingredients, the 
properties, and proportions of each drug 
in the composition or compound or com- 
bination, which label shall also bear a 
trademark registered in the United States 
Patent Office under the act of February

Tax Law Amendments

Proposed in Congress 
WASHINGTON, June 12, 1933. 

After weeks of dispute Congress has 
agreed on a bill (H. R. 5040) making a 
number of amendments in the revenue 
act of 1932, including exténsion of the 
gasoline tax for another year, shift of 
the electric tax from consumer to pro- 
ducer, and modification of postage rate 
increases. 

Extension of the gasoline tax is now 
of no significance; because the indus- 
trial recovery bill, passed in the mean- 
time, extends the tax to June 30, 1935, 


and also increases it to 1% cents per 
gallon. But there are a number of 
other amendments in the bill, liberal- 
izing tax-free sales of gasoline and 


lubricating oil and other taxable com- 
modities. Under these amendments a 
dealer may purchase goods free of tax 
for resale to a State or other political 
subdivision. Lubricating oil may also 
be sold free of tax to a manufacturer 


for resale Another amendment ex- 
empts frown tax articles sold for use 
on ships in foreig. trade.

Retail Credit Association 
Alleged to Be Monopoly 


Injunetion proceedings under the 
Sherman antitrust act were instituted 
June 12 in the United States District 
Court at St. Louis against the Na- 
tional Retail Credit Association and 
its principal officers, charging the em- 
ployment of practices to monopolize 
in the hands of its members the inter- 
state retail credit reporting business 
in the United States by excluding all 
others from the trade. 

It is charged that the association 
and its members, which include a large 
majority of the local retail credit re- 
porting agencies throughout the coun- 
try, have divided the country into re- 
gions and assigned one region to each 
member; and that, in order to enable 
each member to enjoy a monopoly of 
the business in his region, they have 
conspired to refuse to deal with non- 
member competing bureaus. It is also 
charged that the defendants have at- 
tempted to prevent nonmember com- 
peting agencies from obtaining infor- 
mation from business establishments 
to be used by them in making credit 
reports, to cut off their sources of 
credit report material, so to speak. 

The government asks that an injunc- 
tion be granted to end the boycotting 
practices of the association and its 
members, in order that independent 
credit agencies may freely engage in 
the trade. 


Under General Hugh S. Johnson, 
scheduled as administrator, a volun- 
tary staff has been working unofficial- 
ly preparing for full speed operation 
when the President gives the signal. 
Representatives of several large indus- 
trial groups have been in conference 
with these officials-to-be, outlining 
codes of business practice to be for- 
mally submitted to the administrator 
as soon as the regulations are pro- 
mulgated. 


Labor Objectives First 


These first codes will deal largely 
with wages and hours of work, other 
industrial problems being left for fu- 
ture agreements. The basic objective 
of the recovery act is to increase pur- 
chasing power by putting more people 
to work and paying them micre wages; 
so, every effort will be made to speed 
trade agreements which will accom- 
plish this. Price-control and other 
matters may be left until later. 

The act as passed is not fundament- 
ally different from the draft submit- 
ted by the administration. It declares 
the existence of a national emergency 
productive of widespread unemploy- 
ment and disorganization of industry, 
which burdens interstate and foreign 
commerce, 

It provides that any trade or indus- 
try group may draw up a code or 
agreement of business practices to be 
approved by the President, and where 
failure to draw such a code is deemed 
inimical to the public interest, the 
President may draft a code for an in- 
dustry. Any group drafting a code 
must be representative of all factions 
in the industry or division, and every 
code must contain certain guarantees 
of the right of labor to organize and 
to collective bargaining. But, codes 
must not permit monopolies or monop- 
olistic practices. The Borah amend-

Industrial Recovery Act 
Prescribes New Taxes 


Gasoline Tax Raised and Other 
Excises Extended a Year 
—Capital Stock Taxed 


WASHINGTON, June 14, 1933. 
A new series of taxes is carried in 
the industrial recovery act in order to 


raise the $220,000,000 annually re- 
quired to service the 43,300,000,000 
bond issue for public works author- 


ized by the law. The schedule of taxes 
proposed by the house was dropped, 
and the senate schedule was adopted 
as the bill passed.

the gasoline tax is provided, to make 
the Federal tax total 1% cents. This 
is effective the day after the President 
signs the bill, and estimated to 
bring in an additional $62,000,000 per 
year. Benzene sold for use otherwise 
than as a motor fuel is exempt from 
the gasoline tax. 

All the excise taxes in the 
act of 1932, which were to 
June 30, 1934, are continued 
ditional year by the act. 

A tax of 5 percent of corporation 
dividends, to be withheld and paid by 
the corporation making the dividends, 
is another new item. Payments of 
dividends to stockholders which are 
domestic corporations are exempted 
from the tax to avoid pyramiding. 

The largest item of tax is a capital 
stock tax of $1 per $1,000 of declared 
value of the stock of every domestic 
corporation or of the portion of the 
capital of foreign corporations used in 
the United States. This value is to 
be set by the corporations themselves,

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Commerce Department 
Reduces Its Services 


Most of Foreign Offices Ordered 
Closed and Personnel Will 
Be Discharged 


WASHINGTON, June 14, 1933. 

The first of an announced series of 
orders curtailing the work of the De- 
partment of Commerce was made to- 
day by Secretary Daniel C. Roper, re- 
sulting in the closing of 21 of the 53 
foreign offices of the Bureau of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce. 

This will mean discharge of approxi- 
mately 100 of the 168 foreign officers 
of the department, bearing titles of 
commercial attaches, assistant com- 
mercial attaches, and trade commis- 
sioners. Those remaining, mostly com- 
mercial attaches, will be located in the 
larger capitals and a few other cities 
important in export trade, and they 
will be expected to cover large areas 
in serving American exporters. Rou- 
tine business services will be conducted 
by the consuls of the Department of 
State. 

Other orders are expected soon, 
eliminating most of the domestic of- 
fices seattered throughout the United 
States, and reducing the headquarters 
staff of the’ bureau. Appointment of a 
director and assistant directors of the 
bureau is also expected to be an- 
nounced in the near future. 

An executive order transferring the 
Bureau of Mines to the Department of 
the Interior, where it was until a few 
years ago, is also expected shortly. 

Secretary Roper is completing for- 
mation of a committee of thirty busi- 
ness men to advise the department on 
all matters of its relation to business. 
This group is expected to be an- 
nounced soon and to meet in Washing- 
ton before the end of the month. 

The order abolishing the foreign 
offices was made after a survey of lead- 
ing exporters to determine the extent 
to which they use the foreign services 
of the bureau. Of nearly 4,000 replies 
received to date, approximately two- 
thirds report that they lean heavily on 
these services and desire their contin- 
uance.

Hydrocyanic.—A good demand was 
in evidence here again last week, with 
the seasonal call from the agricultural 
areas holding up well and sellers were 
naming quotations of 80c. to $1.30 per 
pound, according to quantity.

Hydrofluoric.—Orders coming into 
this market were for small-lots, but 
the price tone was steady and sellers 
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were asking 6c. to 13%c. per pound, 
according to quantity and strength. 

Lactic.—Routine interest was shown 
here last week, with regular buyers 
covering for representative production 
schedules, and no change was disclosed 
in the quotations. 

Muriatic.—Orders here were for sub- 
stantial quantities against contracts, 
and a steadier ‘tone was disclosed in 
the dealings, with leading sellers ask- 
ing the values in effect previously. 

Oxalic.—Business here was termed 
good again last week, with the orders 
reaching the market from the textile 
trade indicating that operating sched- 


ules were still at a high level, and 

prices were held firm. 
Sulphuric.—Demand here continued 

at a good pace throughout the week, 


with the heavier industrial units and 
certain lighter trades contributing the 
major portion of the buying. Steel 
industry revealed a further expansion 
last week, with the production sched- 
ules in the automobile industry show- 
ing no slackening, and the textile trade 
Was operating at a relatively high level 
for this period of the year. Prices were 
firm. 

BALTIMORE, June 14.—With the steel 
industry especially undergoing a rapid 
expansion in the matter of production, the 
requirements in the way of sulphuric acid 
are, of course, on the increase, though 
this widening of the acid outlet has not 
so far exerted a decided effect upon the 
production here. Sooner or later, how- 
ever, the needs of acid users may be ex- 
pected to make themselves felt in such 
a definite manner as to cause a marked 
gain in the movement. The acid-pro- 
ducing industry, in fact, feels encouraged 
to look ahead for a material expansion 
in the movement, with corresponding im- 





provement in prices. For the present 
there is a tendency on the part of acid 
makers to conserve their supplies, with 


some business of a supplementary order 
being placed. The nominal quotations 
stand at $8.50 per ton for 60-degree brim- 
stone and at $8 for 60-degree pyrites 
acid, with 66-degree stocks at $10.50 and 
$10 per ton, respectively. Oleum also is 
unchanged at $14.50 per ton for 104% 
percent brimstone and at $14 per ton for 
104%% percent pyrites stocks. 


Trichloracetic.—Buying here contin- 
ued at a relatively slow pace last week,

Improvement in the price 
for cotton recently has materially im- 
proved the call for calcium arsenate. 
The cotton crop report last week 
stated that much of the cotton belt had 
considerably more than normal warmth 
and scattered showers were rather 
general. On the whole this made 
rather favorable cotton weather. There 
was a little activity in the market for 
soda arsenate, but prices held un- 
changed, and sellers of soda arsenate 
reported a fair demand, 

Bordeaux Mixture.—With stocks of 
consumers reaching a low level, a bet- 
ter demand was noted here, and sellers 
were quoting the market 2c. per pound 
higher at 84%c. to 11%c. per pound, ac- 
cording to quantity. 

Calcium Arsenate.—Prices here were 
advanced 1%c. per pound at 7e. to 8e. 
per pound, according to quantity. Ad- 
vance in the open quotations was said 
to be due to sharp improvement in the 
call. 

Lead Arsenate.—Some improvement 
here was noted in prices last week, 
with sellers naming quotations lc. per 
pound higher at 10c. to 11%c. per 
pound, according to quantity. 


Nicotine Sulphate.—Prices for che 40 
percent material were 24%c. per pound 
lower for the 10-pound tins, with the 
new schedule listing the price of 80c. 
to 98%ec. per pound. The product 
packed in the 50-pound steel drum was 
74sec. per pound lower at 67c. to 75c. 
per pound. 

Soda Arsenate.— Business in this 
market was fairly good throughout the 
week, and sellers were naming previ- 
ous quotations.

dicated that heavy withdrawals would 
be made by the major consumers of 
toluene throughout the balance of the 
current month. In connection with the 
buying of toluene it was reported that 
operations in the automobile industry 
would be continued at a level which 
would result in a favorable comparison 
with the May output. In fact, some 
advices from Detroit stated that the 
slowing down in production schedules 
in June, which has been noted since 
1922, could not be wholly relied upon 
this year, for if retail sales show 
further improvement, the output in 
June might exceed the 190,000 units 
produced in May. 

Likewise, sellers of benzene reported 
that no slackening was shown in the 
buying of that commodity, with the 
rubber tire manufacturers placing a 
good call. And word last week from 
Akron indicated that the majority of 
the rubber tire manufacturing units 
were operating at capacity levels 
Chemical manufacturers were also or- 
dering out sizeable quantities, with a 
fair demand noted from the paint trade 
ind other regular buyers. Creosote 
oil, however, showed little improve- 
ment, With the buying movement in 
that product thwarted somewhat by 
the major railroad systems awaiting 
further clarification of the attitude of 
the administration toward the general 
railroad merger’ situation. Cresylic 
acid was in better call, with the prices 
firmer, and no change was noted in 
the quotations for cresol, although the 
call was spotty. Flake and ball naph- 
thalene continued in good demand, but 
crude naphthalene was slow. Export 
buying slowed down in the market for 
phenol as a result of the smaller or- 
ders noted for Japanese account. 
Colors continued in active demand. 
Anilin oil was firm and a better buy- 
ing interest was noted in paranitro- 
acetanilide. Phthalic anhydride con- 
tinued in good demand. 


Basic Products 


Benzene (Benzol).—Business in the 
market for the industrial grade con- 
tinued at a good pace throughout the 
week just closed. Rubber tire manu- 
facturers continued to order out mate- 
rial on a broad scale, with operations 
in that industry said to be at capacity 
levels There was also an active call 
from other directions, including the 
paint and chemical trades. And orders 
on the books of the more important 
sellers indicate that a good pace in 
shipments against contracts will be 
maintained throughout the balance of 
the current months The market was 
firm from a price standpoint, with the 


firmness due to the balance between 
the output at the by-product coke 
ovens and the buying side of the mar- 
ket. Steel mill operations last week 
were advanced to 47 percent of capac- 
ity from 44 percent in the previous 
week. Iron Age reported that the 
reluctance of producers to take for- 
ward business has militated against 
speculative buying. It is possible, 
however, that some of the tonnage 
now being taken against second quar- 
ter contracts represents needs. 

Creosote Oil.—Buying of this prod- 
uct continued irregular throughout the 
week, with the majority of consumers 
showing little inclination to relinquish 
the policy of ordering out other than 
for immediate wants, but the volume 
of material moved for the week reached 
a substantial total, and prices ap- 
peared steady on the various grades. 

Cresol.—Although no improvement 
was shown on the buying side of the 
market last week, sellers reported that 
a steady tone was in evidence with re- 
gard to prices, and sellers were nam- 
ing the quotations in effect previously. 

Cresylic Acid.—This market contin- 
used to display a firm tone last week, 
particularly on the imported material, 
with the firmness due directly to the 
violent fluctuations in the pound ster- 
ling rate of exchange. On the demand 
side of the market there was some im- 
provement in the buying, reflecting the 
high level of production in certain di- 
visions of the textile trade. 

Naphthalene.—The market for the 
crude article, especially the imported 
product, moved through a dull trading 
week, indicating the consumers have 
on hand fair-sized inventories, and 
prices were about the same as the pre- 
ceding week. Continuance of a good 
demand for the flake and ball articles 
was evident, and prices appeared 
teadier. A fair amount of business 
was transacted in the dyestuff item. 

Phenol.—Buying for export account 
appeared to have slowed down some- 
what during the past week, with Japan 
showing only a fair interest in buying, 
but domestic consumers continued to 
place substantial orders, and sellers 
reported the prices firm. 

Solvent Naphtha.—Lacquer manu- 
facturers continued to withdraw sub- 
stantial orders here, resulting in buy- 
ers describing the price for the indus- 
trial water white product as decidedly 
firm at 26c. per gallon in tanks 

Toluene (Toluol).—Sellers reported 
that sizable withdrawals were noted 
here again last week, and it was quite 
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| Industrial Benzene Tax 
| Removed by Congress 


The moot question of the status 
| of industrial benzene under the 
gasoline tax in the revenue act of 
| 1932 has been settled by the enact- 
| ment by Congress of an amend- 
ment to the act, which declares 
that the tax does not apply. 

The Bureau of Internal Revenue 
i} first ruled that industrial benzene 
was not taxable as gasoline. 
Later it reversed itself in this 
respect. 

The exemption of industrial 
benzene from the gasoline tax is 
provided by an amendment to the 
revenue act, and contained in se« 
tion 211 (b) of the industrial re- 
covery act This amendment, to 
become effective on the day fol- 
lowing the date of enactment of 
|| the industrial recovery act, adds 

to section 617 (c) (2) of the rev- 

enue act the following sentence:- 
} As used in this paragraph the 
term “benzol’’ does not include ben- 
zol sold for use otherwise than as a 
fuel for the propulsion of motor 
vehicles, motor boats, or airplanes, 
and otherwise than in the manufac- 
ture or production of such fuel 

The amendment was adopted at 
the request of the Manufacturing 
Chemists Association, which de- 
clared that the recent ruling of 
the revenue bureau’ violated the 
intent of the revenue act and 
would cost the industry $150,000 a 
year.

Buying Continues Active--Higher Mixed Paint Price 
Slated for this Week--Zinc Oxide Rise Doubted 
As Contracts Are Renewed at Current Market Prices

Purchasing of paint, varnish and lac- 
quer chemicals kept a heavy pace last 
week. Paint manufacturers, makers of 
floor coverings, and the rubber prod- 
ucts trade were allied in a widespread 
buying movement which has in several 
instances lifted the aggregate sales of 
materials for the first half of June 
above those for the corresponding 
period of the preceding month. In- 
stances where early June sales were 
less than the May rate were few and 
notably among some of the imported 
article where the buyers had covered 
for nearby requirements on recent price 
advances and were eyeing the London 
economic conference and such devel-

opments in stabilizing the currency 
exchange situation for guidance in 
their future operations. Reordering 


has been frequently noted and many 
factors believe that the current activity 
will continue despite the knowledge 
that it is working contrary to the sea- 
son as it is in June when paint, var- 
nish and lacquer sales usually touch 
their low since the preceding December. 
Some factors point out that the re- 
cent talk of higher prices for mixed 
paint has been responsible for a gen- 
eral stocking on the part of dealers; a 
rise in mixed paint prices is definitely 
set for this week and according to 
reasonably reliable informants mixed 
paints will advance twenty cents per 
gallon; approximately ten cents per 
gallon on enamels and five cents per 
gallon on flat whites. 

The call for supplies of white lead 
has been so active that for a few days 
there was something in the nature of 
a shortage in the local market. Re- 
placements from out-of-town manu- 
facturing points prevented an actual 
shortage of materials and it was 
learned that at least two lead corrod- 
ing plants were replaced in operation 
last week after long lay-offs. 

Imported products were largely nom- 
inal in price because of the shifting 
exchange. Most importers were quot- 
ing previous basic levels plus the cost 
of exchange and it was difficult to de- 
termine an actual market price on 
many commodities. Varnish gums were 
somewhat less active than a week ago, 
but firmness surrounded the prices 
both on spot and in the primary mar- 
kets. 

Casein continued in an upward direc- 
tion and prices are now higher than 
any time within the past few years. 
The currently quoted prices are ap- 
proximately sixty percent higher than 
those which prevailed at the opening 
of 1933. The supply for this Spring 
now seems quite inadequate and al- 
though the paper trade was believed 
to have been amply covered for nearby 
needs, investment purchasing against 
a possibly higher market has furnished 
heavy activity. English vermilion ad- 
vanced again on the basis of higher 
quicksilver prices but the mercuric 
oxides were held at low levels for com- 
petitive reasons. 

There was some gossip around the 
market last week that zine oxides 
would be advanced but with contracts 
being taken at current prices to cover 
buyers’ needs over the final six months 


of the year, it was doubted that any 
early change would be seen. It is 
known, however, that some factors 
would like to see an advance in the 
price to cover the increased cost of 
prime Western metal. High-quality 
imported oxides are now priced on an 
equal level with the domestic and com- 
petition from abroad has been con- 
siderably lessened.

Pig lead held to its late advance of 
a week ago, but the market was not 
sufficiently active to support a further 
mark-up in prices. Demand was quiet 
by comparison with the heavy pur- 
chasing a week ago, and for most of 
last week ordering was mainly of the 
single car lot variety for prompt ship- 
ment. The prices were 4.20c. per 
pound, New York, and 4.05c. per pound 
at East St. Louis. Despite the slack- 
ening in demand last week, sales for 
the initial half of the month were sat- 
isfactory, according to the sellers. 
London prices held well until Friday, 
when a sharp drop occurred. 

Slab zine held firmly at 4.30c. per 
pound, East St. Louis, throughout last 
week. The nominal price in New York 
was 4.65c. per pound. The demand side 
of the market was not @as active as a 
week ago, but the sellers reported a 
fairly satisfactory week. Sentiment in 
selling circles is strong and the prices 
tend in an upward direction rather 
than a downward one. The zinc mar- 
ket is well supported by the recent 
reductions in the unsold stocks.

Pigments 


Pigments continued to move toward 
consumption at a great rate last week. 
Titanium pigments, zine oxides and 
the entire group of lead derivatives 
were bought in heavy volume and, 
from the indications received by the 
sellers, current purchasing was almost 
wholly to supply actual and immediate 
manufacturing needs. The call for 
stocks of white lead has been so rush- 
ing over the past three weeks that 
something in the nature of a shortage 
developed for a few days, and some of 
the large suppliers were forced to re- 
open manufacturing plants that had 
been idle for several months back. 
One seller was forced to transport 
white lead from Philadelphia for sale 
in the New York area. Zinc oxides 
moved heavily toward Akron and New 
England rubber products manufactur- 
ing centers, and it is known that some 
factors would like to see higher prices, 
but with contracts for July-December 
requirements being written at current 
figures it is considered likely in some 
directions that prices for domestic 
oxides will hold at present levels for 
another six months. Barytes has not 
been so active over the past two weeks. 

White Lead.—Heavy demands caused 
something of a shortage in the local 
market last week. Factors were forced 
to transport material from out-of-town 
manufacturing points to fill their or- 
ders here. At least two plants which 
have been suspended for some time 
have been reopened within the past ten 
days.

Paint Industry Is Moving 
Rapidly in Recovery Plan 


Preparations are progressing rapidly 
for action on behalf of the paint, var- 


nish and lacquer industry under the 
recently enacted National Industrial 
Recovery Act. Samuel R. Matlack, 
president of the National Paint, Oil 


and Varnish Association, has suggested 
to the presidents of all paint clubs 
that local discussions be encouraged 
for the purpose of informing the in- 
dustry of its opportunity and respon- 
sibility under the new law and for the 
added purpose of marshalling the com- 
posite thought of the industry. James 
I. Kurfees, president of the American 
Paint and Varnish Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, is communicating with the 
board of directors of his association to 
achieve the same end. 

Ernest T. Trigg, chairman of the code 
committee, acting on behalf of the two 
associations and their joint standing 
committee, the Educational Bureau, 
has instructed the staff at association 
headquarters, in Washington, to as- 
semble all pertinent data for the early 
consideration of the Code Committee 
in its study of all problems affecting 
the paint, varnish and lacquer indus- 
try under the new law. 


The association staff, according to 
the acting general manager, Thomas 
J. MeFadden, has been assembling 


statistics on employment, production, 
and other pertinent facts of the indus- 
try. Voluminous correspondence, con- 
taining many helpful suggestions for 
industry action, is being digested for 
the use of the Code Committee. 

One question which is repeatedly 
asked is whether special interests 
should organize separately and sub- 
mit their own codes of fair competi- 
tion. The “plastic paint group” has 
answered this question for itself, 
through its temporary chairman, S. C. 
Dunning, of The Muralo Company, by 
announcing its intention to submit 
suggestions to the code committee 
since “the logical and desired pro- 
cedure is for the water and plastic 
paint industry to present to your Com- 
mittee its views and desires * * * 
because of the likelihood of the entire 
paint industry having to be _ repre- 
sented by one associated body.” This 
action is in accord with the proposed 
procedure of the government adminis- 
trator as explained to Mr. McFadden, 
who has been conferring with the ad- 
ministrator’s staff on regulations to 
be issued under the Act. 

Now that the national 
covery act is law the paint, varnish 
and lacquer industry will be able to 
move more rapidly toward united ac- 


industrial re- 


tion. Meanwhile, the code committee 
desires to reiterate its assurance that 
all views of the industry will be ac- 


corded a hearing. The next issue of 
the association bulletin will contain a 
special message on the impending 


partnership with government.

Violation of a code once approved 


by the President will be considered an 


unfair method of competition un- 
der the Federal Trade Commission 
act and will also be punishable by a 


fine of $500 each day the offense con- 
tinues. 

Where destructing 
wage-cutting prevails in an industry, 
the President may require operation 
only under license, revocable by him 
for violation of its terms. 

Actions in compliance with codes 
are exempted from the operations of 
the antitrust laws. 


Import Control Provided

ment inserted by the senate. When- 
ever the United States Tariff Com- 
mission, under expedited procedure, 
finds that imports of any article are 
in substantial quantities or increasing 
ratio to domestic production of com- 
petitive articles under such  condi- 
tions as to endanger the maintenance 
of any code, the President may impose 
fees upon importation, limit quantities 
to be imported in any given period, or 
require import only under license. 

The extent to which the law will 
affect local businesses is suggested by 
its application to “any transaction in 
or affecting interstate or foreign com- 
merce,” 

The entire act is an experiment and 
temporary. The licensing provision 
passes out of existence in one year, 
and the rest of the control features

in two years, or earlier if so pro- 
claimed by the President. 

Regulation of prices in many lines 
of trade will be accomplished under 


this act, but on what basis is not yet 
definite. Destructive  price-cutters 
will be barred, but there will be no 
uniform high prices sufficient to pro- 
tect inefficient high-cost producers 
and distributors. Various schemes of 
price stabilization and cost ascertain- 
ment have been submitted to those 
who will administer the law. 


Horizontal Codes First 


First agreements will be with hori- 


zontal segments of industry—first, 
manufacturers of the same type of 
article; then, if necessary, horizontal 
groupings of distributors. Later, pos- 
sibly, there will be agreements with 
vertical sections of industry, such as 
an agreement as to. relationships 
among manufacturers, wholesalers, 
and retaliers in some line of trade, 


such as the drug trade. 

The many problems involved in 
such business codes, while foreseen at 
present, will not be solved until they 
arise, and as the entire organization 
is frankly exploratory it will doubt- 
less follow the lines of least resist- 
ance, dealing first with codes which 
promise most in the way of increasing 
employment and offering least argu- 
mentation, and dealing with the more 
complicated situations as they arise. 


No Government Planning 


There is to be no governmetal plan- 
ning for industry; no Federal umpire 


for all trade squabbles. Codes are 
to be submitted to the government 
voluntarily, except in extreme _in- 


stances, and industry itself is expected 
to offer its own solutions to its own 
problems before asking the govern- 
ment to step in and settle disputes. 

The organization work has _ pro- 
gzressed so far in anticipation of final 
approval of the act that within the 
first week of its official operation it 
is expected that industry generally 
will be able to get a good picture of 
the character and direction of its op- 
eration. 


Mixed Paint Prices 
To Be Advanced 


Leading manufacturers of mixed 
paints will advance prices on an aver- 
age of twenty cents per gallon next 
week. Enamels will be raised ten cents 
per gallon and flat whites and barn 
reds will be advanced five cents. The 
Sherwin-Williams Company has ad- 
vised its dealers that the advances will 
take place June 19 and the Devoe & 
Raynolds Co. will effect a higher price 
schedule on June 22. The Glidden 
Company will advance mixed paints 
this week, and Felton-Sibley & Co. and 
John Lueas Company of Philadelphia 
are also revising their prices upward.

A fairly active inquiry was 
reported in some quarters for turpen- 
tine and rosin’as well as minor prod- 
ucts, but, as in the previous week, 
actual business was generally limited 
to moderate quantities, consumers be- 
ing disinclined to anticipate in the 
absence of anything particularly new 
or striking in the way of market news 
from primary centers. The prevailing 
tone here was steady. 

The tone of Southern markets was 
regarded as firm. The tendency of 
turpentine at Savannah and Jackson-

ville was downward at times, but 
changes were confined within small 
limits. There was apparently little 


disposition among domestic consumers 
to increase the size of their takings 
and no material improvement was re- 
ported in foreign purchases, but buy- 
ine interest was sufficient to absorb the 
offerings. 

Holders of turpentine were still in- 
clined to adhere to a reserved attitude, 
apparently being of the belief in some 


cases that the setback in prices was 
likely to prove of short duration in 
view of the reports of increasing ac- 
tivity in some branches of industry. 
Consumption of linseed oil is said to 
have shown a considerable increase 


recently in painting operations and the 
use of turpentine in this field, it is 
contended, is also increasing despite 
the slowing down of business in pri- 
mary markets of late. 

Receipts of turpentine in the three 
principal markets in the South during 
the first two months of the current 
season were about 50,000 barrels, or 
about 6,000 more than in the same 
time last season, this increase being 
about in line with expectations in view 
of the increase in sales of cups and 
the predictions of enlarged production. 

Rosin stocks showed a further de- 
crease in primary markets despite the 
recent increase in arrivals, the shrink- 
age in supplies being traceable mainly 
to liberal clearances from Savannah. 
Sales to domestic buyers in the South 
were moderate, but there was no pres- 
sure of offerings and variations in 
quotations were narrow. Stocks in 
seaboard markets are much lighter 
than at this time last season, despite 
an increase in arrivals as compared 
with the previous year. 


Turpentine 


The market here for turpentine had 
a steady or firm tone last week, al- 
though there was not much snap to 
business. In some quarters orders 
were received in a fair volume, but 
purchasing was generally along con- 
servative lines, consumers being dis- 
inclined to anticipate to any material 
extent. Changes in quotations were 
narrow in company with price move- 
ments in the South, where the tone 
was reported as firm. Receipts were 
rather liberal, but there was no in- 
crease in offerings in Southern mar- 
kets, sentiment there apparently being 
unaffected by the recent setback in 
prices.

German Port Rules for Turpentine 


The unloading of turpentine in Ger- 
man ports is governed by the follow- 
ing regulations:—(1) Immediate - dis- 
charge from the steamers water-side; 
(2) prompt transport in harbor to its 
storage or its transshipment point; 
(3) product to be transported in a 
covered and closed-in craft, according 
to information received by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce from the trade com- 
missioner at Berlin. Regulations do 
not countenance the unloading of tur- 
pentine over the quay-side of the ship. 
Observance is supervised by the har- 
bor police who, in each case, inquire 
of the forwarding agents as to the dis- 
position of the oil and check whether 
or not the full transport regulations 
(including closed-in craft movement) 
have been complied with.

The advances in quicksilver were at 
last reflected in the quotations for one 
of the items in the mercurial group 
corrosive sublimate; other mercurials 
were unchanged. Quicksilver rose once 
more and established itself in very firm 
position with the tendency reported 
still to be upward, 

The advance in the entire group of 
iodides had been long over due. Shortly 
after the United States left the gold 
standard, prices for crude iodine were 
changed from the dollar to the pound 
sterling basis. This resulted in a sub- 
stantial increase in the cost of that 
article and caused quotations for pot- 
ash iodide and tincture of iodine to be 
advanced, the balance of the iodine de- 
rivative group remaining unchanged. 

A similar situation has prevailed in 
mercurials, though for different rea- 
sons. Quicksilver has been advanced 
from a low of $47 per flask to the 
present quotation of $61 without there 
having been a general upward revision 


in prices for mercurials. The failure of 
producers to change the schedule has 
been due to competitive reasons, among 
them a disposition to discourage a too 
large production of the group. Corro- 
sive sublimate has the largest sale of 
all items in the mercurial group and 
apparently the advance in production 
costs had been too great to permit 
profitable sales at unchanged quota- 
tions. Hence, the rise. 

Higher quotations for quinine sul- 
phate and bisulphate were accompanied 
by a rise in the prices for all cinchona 
derivatives. Also, the higher quota- 
tions came as somewhat of a surprise 
as there has been virtually no change 
in the import cost of the article based 
on developments in guilder exchange. 
In fact, when this was written, guilders 
were 47.75c., being below the level pre- 
vailing when the previous rise in all 
cinchona derivatives was_ reported. 
Also, the present advance comes when 
demand is very light because of sea- 
sonable influences. 

Acid, Citric.—Shipments gained dur- 
ing the extremely hot weather of re- 
cent date and volume of a more satis- 
factory size has been run up by the 
leading sellers of this article. Quota- 
tions proved to be exceedingly firm 
throughout the period. 

Acid, Hydriodic.—The market was 
advanced 5e. to the basis of 55c. to 56c. 
per pound, reflecting a rise in the pro- 
duction cost of the merchandise. De- 
mand was routine but equaled recent 
volume, according to local reports last 
week. i 

Acid, Lactic.—Lessened competition 
and a higher cost to replace present 
supplies combined to make for con- 
tinued firmness in the market for USP 
material. Prices held fast to the re- 
cent advance and the movement at 
prevailing quotations was said to be 
very good. ; 

Acid, Tartaric.—Prices for tartaric 
acid for shipment abroad were 230 lire 
per hundred pounds, equal at lire ex- 
change at 6.20c. late last week, to 
14.26c. per pound in bond, or 22.26c. per 
pound, duty paid. The spot price was 
240 lire, equal to 14.88¢c. duty paid per 
pound at current exchange, or 22.88c. 
per pound on a duty paid basis. These 
quotations compared with 22.49c. per 
pound for shipment, duty paid, and 
23.12c. for spot, duty paid, quoted dur- 
ing the previous week. All of the 
quotations for imported acid were 
nominal, notwithstanding the fact that 
domestic makers raised prices lc. per 


pound, establishing 21%c, per pound 
for crystals and 21le. per pound for 
either powder or granular material. 


The foreign goods could not compete 
on a price basis. Hot weather im- 
proved demand for the article and vol- 
ume was excellent most of the time. 

Agar Agar.—Strong exchange on the 
primary market was reported, thus 
stiffening the import cost of this ar- 
ticle and causing spot quotations to 
assume a firmer position. Demand was 
still the absent feature in the market, 
remaining at a not very high level and 
being generally on a routine and hand- 
to-mouth basis. 

Alcohol.—The market held firmly 
and considering the period of the year 
demand was quite active. The con- 
firmation of prices for the third quar- 
ter gave confidence to buyers who were 
disposed to cover their requirements 
in fairly liberal fashion. The sched- 
ule is that which has prevailed since 
January 1, save that the distillers re- 
fuse to contract on C. D. No. 5. Only 
prompt shipment business is being 
taken. To some, this has suggested 
that when the active contract season 
for that formula gets under way later 
in the year, prices may be advanced. 
That would not be a new development 
in the article as for many years in the 
past it was the custom of the pro- 
ducers to quote June and July deliv- 
eries at one price, adding 1c. per gal- 
lon for each month up to and includ- 
ing September.

Upward Price Trend Continues to Reflect Strong 

Exchange and Poor Prospects for the Growing Crops-- 

Demand Less Active Locally--Stocks Conservative 
[Because of the embargo on exports of gold, quotations on many articles 


are constantly being changed and those on most articles of foreign 
origin are subject to cable acceptance.] 


The upward trend in prices for bo- 
tanical drugs continued unabated. In 
most instances, the advances were not 
caused directly nor supported mate- 
rially by demand from the manufac- 
turing consumers. Rather, the move- 
ments toward higher levels were the 
reaction of values that had been driven 
far below a reasonable position. Aided 
in some instances by advances in for- 
eign exchange, and in others by the 
poor prospect for domestic collections 
this year, values have become some- 
what buoyant and sellers in most in- 
stances were disposed to reflect these 
conditions by raising prices conserva- 
tively. 

Demand was reported to be not more 
than fairly good last week. The trade

Crop news received during the week 
gave no encouraging as to the prob- 
able size of collections in this coun- 
try. Furthermore, it cannot be said 
that the European advices hold out 
promise for normal output of key 
botanicals. The fact was that from the 


standpoint of production, the market 
should reflect strong undertones as 
there is reason to believe that conserv- 
ative supplies will govern the market 
during the next consuming year.

May Refined Oil Consumption Larger Than Expected 
--Market Here Firm with Moderate Price Changes-- 
Southern Offerings Light -- Cotton Needs Moisture

the publication of the monthly report 
from the Census Bureau. This was re- 
ceived early in the week. The figures 
indicated that the quantity of refined 
oil consumed in May was larger than 
expected, and the report was followed 
by more or less buying of refined oil 
futures. The tone of the market was 
firm much of the time, but there was 
more or less irregularity, due to liqui- 
dation on strong spots.

Southern markets for crude oil and 
other cottonseed products were gen- 
erally firm. Trade in crude oil was 
quiet in most sections, but offerings 
were light. Products which compete 


with cottonseed oil were firm as a rule, 
though the trend of lard was down- 
ward at times. The movement of hogs 
in the West was larger than at this 
time last year. 

Crop accounts were conflicting as 
usual at this period of the year, al- 
though weather conditions over many 
sections of the belt were favorable. 
There were complaints of insufficient 
moisture, however, especially from the 
Southwest.

Cottonseed, Cake, Meal 


Southern markets were rather quiet 
as a rule, so far as spot transactions 
were concerned, purchasing being on 
the comparatively small scale usually 
witnessed at this period of the year. 
There were reports current to the ef- 
fect that purchasers in the meal trade 
were displaying more or less interest 
in the situation, but actual transac- 
tions were apparently limited to unim- 
portant quantities. Speculative opera- 
tions in the Memphis market were 
fairly active, with sentiment appar- 
ently rather more bullish owing to less 
favorable reports concerning the prog- 
ress of the grain crops due to ex- 
tremely high temperatures recently in 
many sections of the country. 

The prevailing tone in Southern spot 
markets was steady to firm. Offerings 
were generally light, the action of the 


market for cotton and cottonseed oil, 
as well as unfavorable reports con- 
cerning the wheat crop, apparently 


having a tendency to make holders firm 
in their views. 

According to official statistics, pro- 
duction of cake and meal during ten 
months of the season ended with May 
amounted to 1,937,871 tons, against 
2,307,690 tons in the same time last 
season. Stocks at the mills at the close 
of May were 207,175 tons, against 149,- 
548 tons at the same time last season. 
Exports of cake and meal during nine 
months of the season ended with April 
were 143,899 tons, against 200,784 tons 
last year. 


Cottonseed Oil 


The local market for refined cotton- 
seed oil futures showed more or less 
irregularity last week but in the main 


the tone was firm and the trend of 
prices was upward much of the time 
with the trading more active, com- 
mission house business showing some 
increase over the previous week and 
local traders in some instances being 
more inclined to take hold. On strong 
spots there was liquidation by recent 
buyers but few were inclined to take 


the aggressive on the selling side and 
offerings of contracts on the whole 
were noticeably light. The market for 
securities displayed a reactionary ten- 
dency at times and setbacks also oc- 
curred in lard futures but these devel- 
opments were offset by strength in

The monthly cottonseed report 
the Census Bureau was received 
in the week. It proved to be more 
bullish than had been expected with 
respect to the consumption of refined 
oil during the past month, the quan- 
tity consumed being considerably 
larger than estimates current prior to 
the publication of the report. Accord- 
ing to the government, the consump- 
tion of refined oil during May was 
330,656 barrels, or nearly 80,000 barrels

As yet, nothing 
has been heard regarding the price for 
nitrate of soda beyond June delivery, 
but the trade expected an early an- 
nouncement of position to follow the 
movement in sulphate. 

Prior to Thursday's event in the 
sulphate market, fertilizer raw mate- 
rials were rather quiet. Top dressing 
demands for nitrate of soda, sulphate 
of ammonia, and potash salts eased 
off as the season approached its end, 
and the call for other fertilizer crudes 
was also lessened. Organic ammoni- 
ates were moderately active but bought 
with far less excitement than a few 
weeks ago. Some small reactions in 
the prices have taken place as a re- 
sult of the stoppage of demand, but no 
violent retrogressions were noted. 
Trade attention appeared centered on 
the N. F. A. convention, at which dis- 
cussions on the fertilizer industry's 
participation in President Roosevelt's 
program for the recovery of industry 
will feature this vear’s convention. 

Fertilizer tag sales during May in 
12 Southern states were about 50 per- 
cent larger than May last year and 
approximately 20 percent above May, 
1931, according to the National Fer-

Nitrate of Soda.—With of 
ammonia now for 
the balance of the year, it was thought 
likely that nitrate prices for forward 
position might appear shortly, although 
at selling points nothing as yet has 
been indicated regarding the prices for 
the 1933-1934 season. For the present, 
the schedule is firm. The approaching 
end of the season has been reflected 
broadly in the demand for this com- 
modity. Shipments against contracts 
continued fair in the mid-South, but 
top-dressing needs in the far South 
were now limited to late fill-in 
amounts. As reported previously, the 
stocks of Chilean material in ware- 
house at the ports have been reduced 
to a point where they no longer hang 
over the market as a possible threat 
toward weakness, and once more re- 
placements are being ordered from 
Chile. 


Sulphate of Ammonia.—The long- 
awaited prices for forward position 
appeared last week. Domestic was 
named at $21.50 per ton, in bulk, f.o.b 
cars for June-January delivery; Eu- 
ropean appeared at $21 per ton, c.i.f 
ports, and $21.50, f.0.b. for delivery any 
time through December. Later the sup- 
pliers of European material quoted 
22.50 per ton, c.i.f. The offerings at 
these prices appeared in a limited way 
on Tuesday and Wednesday, and by 
Thursday morning all selling factors 
were offering. Japanese material was 
far out of the picture at the current 
rates of exchange. 

Castor Pomace.—The domestic ar- 
ticle had a stronger tone last week, 
with some holders anxious for a higher 
price than the $16 per ton basis quoted 
for car lot quantities, f.o.b. the sell- 
ers’ works. Because of shifting ex- 
change rates, the imported article was 
more or less nominal at $19 per ton, 
c.f. Atlantic ports for June-July ship- 
ment from abroad. 


Dried Blood.—The New York mar- 
ket was quiet last week, but the asked 
price held at $2.30 per unit, the level 
established a week ago. The Chicago 
market sagged further on a diminish- 
ing demand last week and quotations 
were reported at $2.40 per unit, a de- 
cline of 10c. from a week ago and an 
aggregate decrease of 20c. from the 
high of the recent movement. Im- 
ported material remained at $2.50 per 
unit for June shipment and seemed 
steady, although interest was not 
active in recent weeks. 

Fish Scrap.—There were no further 
sales of unground scrap reported last 
week, but the price held firmly at $2.66 
and l0c. per unit-ton, f.0.b.

Midcontinent Gasoline Prices Advance Sharply -- 

Move to Advance Crude Price Commences--Solvents 

and Naphthas Higher at Group 3--Situation Strong 
[Because of the embargo on exports of gold, quotations on many articles 


are constantly being changed and those on most articles of foreign 
origin are subject to cable acceptance.] 


Sharply higher prices for refined oils 


at the Midcontinent and the com- 
mencement of a movement which, the 
trade believes will result in an early 
and general mark-up of crude oil 
prices in East Texas and Oklahoma 
fields, gave the petroleum market its 
best lift toward recovery since it 
turned a few weeks ago from a tend- 


ency toward weakness to one of higher 
and more profitable levels. Midconti- 
nent gasoline prices advanced a full 
cent per gallon in mid-week and, as 
this is written, reports of further frac- 
tional advances are being received 
from Group 3. A considerable portion 
of the basis for the improvement of 
prices and general attitude is attrib- 
uted by the trade to the probability 
ot a highly beneficial “code of ethics” 
coming out of the A. P. I. meeting in 
Chicago. A buyer of Conroe’ crude 
advanced the posted price by fifteen 
cents per barrel, and another buyer of 
East Texas oil boosted the posted 
price by ten cents per barrel last week. 


Petroleum products for industry 
were strong and well identified with 
the movement toward higher prices. 


Petroleum solvents and naphthas at 
Group 3 were advanced an average of 
a quarter-cent per gallon, erasing the 
decline that took place in Stoddard 
solvent, vy. m. & p. naphthas and re- 
lated commodities during the closing 
week of May. Jobber and consumer 
buying of these oils has been very 
xood for the past ten days. The 
liquefied petroleum gases were un- 
changed and characterized by nothing 


more than routine and normal traits. 
Paraffin waxes were again strong, and 
sharp advances in scale wax quota- 


tions were made in several directions. 
White mineral oils also tended stronger 
but no general advances have been 
made in the prices, and the slack Sum- 
mer season approaching, some doubt 
has been manifested about an advance 
in the price to cover the higher im- 
port cost resulting from the exchange 
situation. Grease compounders watched 
the progress of the lubricating oil mar- 


ket closely, but buying was light, as 
the trade sought to divine the mar- 
ket’s next movement. The prices for 


Pennsylvania oils were firm at the re- 
cently advanced levels, and an advance 
in Pennsylvania crude, which is ex- 
pected, would likely result in a further 
upward movement in the market.

White Mineral Oils.—A seasonal sort 
of quiet was spotted here and there 
by the appearance of some fair-sized 
orders. There is no constancy to the 
demand, however, and the sellers were 
not expecting much in the way of new 
business as the dull Summer season 
approached. The price’ situation § in 
Russian oils tended a little firmer last 
week. In some directions it was a 
little more difficult to obtain supplies 
of oil at the prices that have been in 
effect since last March and because ot 
the added cost of exchange, some im- 
porters have been inclined more and 
more toward higher levels. The pros- 
pect of a dull Summer business, how- 
ever, lends some doubt to the _ pos- 
sibility of a general advance. 

Paraffin Waxes.—The scale wax sit- 
uation tightened considerably and 
price opinions were mixed.

Potash Found in Chile 


Discovery of a deposit of muriate 
of potash on the edge of the Atacoma 
Desert in Chile is reported in _ in- 
formation received by the Department 
of Commerce from the vice-consul at 
Antofagasta. The deposit is about 
180 kilometers from Calama and oe- 
cupies an area about 20 kilometers in 
diameter. The mineral is said to be 
near the surface and the quantity is 
reported to be large enough to jus- 
tify the building of a railroad from 
the nearest point on the Antofagasta- 
Bolovia Railroad, a distance of about 
100 kilometers. 


Cyanamide in Weed-Killer 


Use of a mixture of cyanamide and 
sylvinite (crude muriate of potash) as 
a weed-killer is being developed in 
France. Tests of the mixture by gov- 
ernment agents are reported to have 
shown satisfactory results in applica- 
tion to cereal crops. The mixture 
must be applied when the weeds are 
young and while they are wet, on a 
day when three or four hours of sun- 
shine are likely. 





The Chilean sulphur-mining concern, 
known as the Empressa Azufrera Vic- 
toria, with headquarters in Anto- 
fagasta, has. been reorganized as the 
Sociedad Industrial Azufrera Minera 
Carrasco. The reorganization makes 


the Argentine interests producing 
sulphur in Chile a large holding in the 
Carrasco concern.
